Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons set forth in final rejection. Applicants' 
argument about "ice-water" is noted. But, cited reference also teaches ice-water quenching (see JP '180, [0018] and final rejection, page 
6, "Response to Argument." Applicants' argument with respect to BCC structure in page 7 of the instant remarks is noted. But, it is 
unlikely that instant claimed quenching would create tensile strain as disclose in submitted literature. Furthermore, as is evinced by 
Cullity, page 283, Figure 9-1 that finer grain size would have higher diffraction intensity. And applicants' argument is found inconsistent 
with instant claim 22 that BCC is a main phase not only phase. 
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
